RULE 106. INCREMENTS OF PROGRESS
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Unless and until the Hearing Board authorizes such operation, no person shall
operate any equipment if such person fails to achieve any scheduled increment of
progress established pursuant to Sections 42358 or 41703 of the Health and
Safety Code of the State of California.

Whenever the Air Pollution Control Board adopts or modifies arule in Regulation
IV of these regulations and such new rule or modified rule contains a compliance
schedule with increments of progress, the owner or operator of the affected
equipment shall, within five days after each of the dates specified in the
compliance schedule, certify to the Air Pollution Control Officer, in the form and
manner specified by the Air Pollution Control Officer, that the increments of
progress have or have not been achieved.

Whenever the Hearing Board approves a compliance schedule with increments of
progress, the owner or operator of the affected equipment shall, within five days
after each of the dates specified in the compliance schedule, certify to the Air
Pollution Control Officer, in the form and manner specified, that the increments
of progress have or have not been achieved.
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
